“The Greenwich Digital Skills Centre 
will be an outstanding new facility and 
enable us to support the growing and 
rapidly-changing digital design and 
media sector. We will work closely with 
Ravensbourne and with businesses to 
ensure that the skills and job 
opportunities that this initiative creates 
for local people will match the needs of 
this growing sector of employment.” 

The Greenwich Digital Skills Centre will 
offer access to teaching studio space, 
specialist equipment and technical 
support. It will be used to support 
learning in schools, adult and 
community learning and business

building adjacent. 
The exciting

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Owner banned from keeping dogs for ten years 


A WOMAN who neglected 
and hit her dogs was found 
guilty of causing 
unnecessary suffering by 
Greenwich magistrates in a 
case brougbht by the 
RSPCA. 

Cherelle Bromfield,from 
Greenwich, pleaded guilty 


in June, 2009, to beating 
Scarlet, but not guilty to 
neglecting her other dog 
Amber. She was found guilty 
in her absence in November. 
Bromfield was reported to 
the police when she was seen 
hitting Scarlet in March, 
2009. Amber was thin and 


had sores on her body, and 
some of her hair had fallen 
out. Both dogs were treated 
by a vet and improved, but 
Amber had to be put to sleep 
on veterinary advice 
because of neurological 
problems. 

Bromfield was sentenced to 


150 hours of community 
service, and is banned from 
keeping dogs for ten years. 
She cannot appeal for five 
years. There was also 
a deprivation order 
on Scarlet. 

Bromfield was also ordered 
to pay £500 costs.

Top barrister cross-examined by students 



GIVING EVIDENCE: top barrister lord Carlile shares his experiences with Kidbrooke School students 


STUDENTS at Kidbrooke 
School had the chance to 
quiz eminent barrister 
Lord Carlile, the QC who 
successfully defended Paul 
Burrell, the former butler 
to Diana, Princess of 
Wales, when he was 
charged with stealing 
from her estate, writes 
Dick Townsend-Smith. 

Lord Carlile, the peer who is 
the UK’s independent 
reviewer on terrorism laws, 
gave frank answers to a group 
of A-level politics and 
government students who 
asked his views on a wide 
range of controversial issues. 

These included the UK’s 
anti-terrorism measures and 
whether they impacted on 
civil liberties, whether 
hereditary peers should sit in 
the House of Lords and the 
Argentina-Falklands 
situation. 

Lord Carlile was asked if it 
was harder for young people 
from comprehensive schools to 
become a barrister. He said: 
“There are about 40 younger 
barristers in my chambers, and 
only about a third of them went 
to comprehensives, so yes, it is 
hard. But don’t be discouraged. 
If you really want to be a 
barrister, then go for it.” 

His visit to the school in 
Corelli Road last Tuesday 
(February 24) was arranged by 
his daughter Anna Carlile, 
who is co-ordinating a project 
called Illuminate, a joint 
venture between Goldsmiths 
University students and 
younger Kidbrooke pupils. 

Jasmine Ketibuah, from the 
Year 13 Politics group, said: 
“Lord Carlile’s visit was really 
enlightening. It was good to 
see someone with his 
background coming into a 
comprehensive school and 


interacting so well with the 
students. They were very 
interested in what he had to 
say.” 

And Gavin Mott, also from 
the Politics group, said: “Lord 
Carlile covered a wide range 
of political issues and helped 
to broaden my knowledge of 
politics.” 

The students spent six 
weeks teaching research 
skills to the years 8 and 10 
pupils, who are now using 
them for their own research 
projects. 


Lord Carlile also spent time 
acting as an “expert witness” 
so the students could practise 
their newly-learnt 

questioning skills on him, 
asking him his opinion on 
things like CCTV and its 
implication for civil liberties 
Lord Carlile was full of 
admiration for the students, 
describing their questions as 
“profound and intelligent”. 

Assistant head Steve 
Courtney said: “Lord Carlile’s 
visit went extremely well. He 
was absolutely fantastic with 


the pupils and students, and 
the quality of their questions 
was very good. He gave a real 
insight into the constitutional 
and social issues facing young 
people today.” 

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet 
member for children's 
services, said: “The Kidbrooke 
students clearly gained much 
from Lord Carlile's visit and 
gained some valuable insights 
into the legal profession and 
its relation to the world of 
politics, which can only 
benefit their A- level studies.”

GREENWICH teenager Andrew 
Janies received a royal handshake 
and congratulations from Prince 
Charles after winning a national 
award earlier this month. 

Andrew met HRH after getting the 
Prince’s Trust Educational Achiever of 
the Year 2010 award at the Celebrate 
Success awards. 

The awards honour exceptional young 
people who have beaten the odds to 
achieve success at school and Andrew, 
received his award before 1,500 people at 
the Odeon, Leicester Square on March 1. 
The 17-year-old was nominated after 
being selected from more than 40,000 
people helped by The Prince’s Trust last 
year. 

The former Abbey Wood school pupil 
works as a road sweeper with Greenwich 
Council’s Cleansweep team and was one 
of 250 unemployed people picked for 
new ‘green cleaning’ jobs with the 
borough last year. 

As a pupil Andrew was painfully shy 
and had very low self esteem. After 
losing his mum Lyn to cancer, the 
supportive teen grew up caring for his 
older sister Joanne who who was left 
unable to talk or hear after contracting 
meningitis. He also looked after his 
elderly father Colin also in poor health.

The young carer from Churchbury 
Road in Eltham was in danger of 
skipping school and getting low exam 
grades but he turned his life around 
with the support of a Prince’s Trust xl 
club at his school. The youth charity’s 
clubs support young people at risk of 
truanting or underachieving and runs 
special courses to improve their skills 
and confidence. 

With support from staff and other 
members of the xl club at school, 
Andrew blossomed and began to make 
new friends. Before long he had 
overcome his fear of speaking up and 
found the courage to tell the whole 
school about the challenges of being a 
young carer. 


Andrew went on to achieve much 
better GCSEs than predicted and landed 
his job with Greenwich Council shortly 
after leaving school. 

After getting his award he said: “This 
is the biggest achievement of my life. 
I’ve come a long way since I was 
skipping school and hiding in my room. 
The Prince’s Trust has changed my life 
and I want young people who are 
struggling to know that help is out 
there,” said Andrew who hopes to study 
IT at college. 

Comedian Michael McIntyre, who 
presented Andrew with his award, said: 
“It's been a privilege to meet Andrew 
today. He is a very brave and impressive 
young man.” 


Green treatment for council semi 


AN 80-year-old council house 
in Charlton is one of 87 
projects nationwide, chosen 
as part of an experiment to 
help improve the energy- 
efficiency of the UK’s current 
housing stock. 

The borough has landed a 
share of £17 million of 
government funding to test 
low carbon building 
technology through a 
programme called ‘Retrofit 
for the Future’. 

Work will begin soon to 
refurbish the 1920s-built, 
semi-detached house which 
has been deliberately chosen 
because of the challenges that 
its construction brings.

Greenwich Council, which got 
government funding for its 
feasibility study, now has a 
grant of just over £130,000 to 
cover the cost of the work and 
the final evaluation. 

The property will get new 
insulation, low-energy 
heating and solar panels - 
with the aim of improving 
comfort and reducing fuel 
bills, as well as cutting carbon 
emissions. Fuel bills will be 
monitored for two years. 

The project will offer valuable 
lessons for the council and 
other social landlords on how 
best to improve the energy 


efficiency of older properties, 
particularly those built in the 
early part of the 20th century 
where the walls are not 
suitable for cavity wall 
insulation. Greenwich’s 
scheme is one of the social 
housing projects across the 
country selected from 190 
pilot schemes. The successful 
schemes got the go-ahead 
from Science Minister Lord 
Drayson and Housing 
Minister John Healey last 
month. Project results will be 
shared and evaluation of the 
Greenwich scheme will be 
carried out in partnership 
with the University of East 
London and the Technology 


Strategy Board. 

Cllr Raj want Sidhu, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for Greener 
Greenwich, said: “The 
Retrofit project is a great 
opportunity to employ some 
of the latest technologies for 
refurbishing older properties, 
and learning lessons that 
could benefit hundreds more 
people in similar properties. 
It’s a chance to evaluate the 
best forms of heating and 
insulation where cavity wall 
insulation is not appropriate.”

Facelift for 
foot tunnels 


Pedestrian river crossings to be upgraded 


THE borough’s two river 
crossings for pedestrians are 
getting a facelift. 

Work on refurbishing Greenwich 
and Woolwich foot tunnels starts 
later this month thanks to an 
£11. 5m award from the 
government’s Community 

Infrastructure Fund. 

The upgrade will include 
replacing lifts in both tunnels 
which are currently used by 1.5 
million people a year. It will mean 
closures of Greenwich foot tunnel 
from 9pm on weekdays while 
Woolwich tunnel will close in the 
daytimes when the free ferry is 
running. 

A Thames Clipper service will 
operate between Greenwich Pier 
and 
the Isle of Dogs until lam. 

Improvement works are 
expected to be completed by 
March next year and include: 

• new lifts 

• refurbished stairways and head 
houses 


• new CCTV and communications 
system, including help buttons 

• new lighting 

• new drainage, structural repairs 
and leak sealing 

• new signing and 

• historical information murals. 

The Greenwich tunnel was 

designed by Sir Alexander Binnie 
and was opened in 1902 so that 
south London residents could go 
to work in the docks on the Isle of 
Dogs. The tunnel, which links 
Cutty Sark Gardens to Island 
Gardens in Tower Hamlets, is 1,217 
feet long. 

The Woolwich foot tunnel was 
opened in 1912 and provides a 
pedestrian link between Woolwich

and North Woolwich in Newham. 

The tunnels are jointly owned by 
the local boroughs but are 
operated and managed by 
Greenwich Council. 

Greenwich Council also 
consulted local organisations 
including cyclists’ groups and 
transport user groups to work out 
a schedule of tunnel closures that 
would cause the least 
inconvenience to tunnel users. 

Greenwich Council’s deputy 
Leader, Cllr Peter Brooks said: 
“The foot tunnels have offered a 
convenient link between both 
sides of the river for more than a 
century. They are still extremely 
popular even since the arrival of 
the Docklands Light Railway, 
which offers an alternative 
crossing option. It’s good news 
that this Government funding will 
allow the improvement works to 
be completed.”

£5,700 fine for 

private landlord 

House fails health and safety regulations 


A PRIVATE landlord is being forced 
to put her house in order by 
Greenwich Council. 

The council is making sure than 
necessary repairs are carried out at a 
house in Bracondale Road, Abbey Wood, 
and that satisfactory management 
arrangements are put in place. 

The move follows a prosecution against 
landlord Janet Osei which saw her pay 
out £5,700 in fines and costs last month. 

The case was heard by Greenwich 
magistrates who learned that the house 
was kept in a dangerous and dirty 
condition for its tenants. 

The house, containing a number of 
bedrooms with shared kitchen and 
bathroom facilities, was let as a house of 
multiple occupation. But it failed to meet 
health and safety standards required by 
regulations governing houses with 
multiple tenants. 

When a council environmental health 
officer visited the house in February last 
year, the bottom tread to the main 
staircase (which formed the fire escape

exit) was broken, defective and the carpet 
was filthy. 

In addition, only one light bulb out of 
four in the kitchen was working, and the 
bath, WC and wash hand basin were in a 
filthy condition. 

The court heard that, despite informal 
requests for the property to be brought 
up to an acceptable standard the landlord 
failed to address the problems which 
were brought to her attention. The 
council found that she had also failed to: 

• display the name, address and 
telephone number of the manager in a 
prominent position in the house. 

• ensure the fire escape route was 
maintained in good order and repair. 

• maintain the common parts of the 
property in a decorative repair and in a 

safe and working condition. 

• Failure to provide the Council with 

gas and electrical safety certificates with 

seven days of receiving requests in 


writing. 

They also found that she had 
unreasonably caused the gas and 
electricity supply to be interrupted. 

Councillor Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhood Services said: “Private 
tenants have a right to live in properties 
which are clean, warm and safe, and it’s 
wrong for private landlords to expect to 
make a living from sub-standard and 
dangerous properties. 

“We take our enforcement 
responsibilities in this area very 
seriously and Greenwich Council will not 
tolerate the small minority of private 
landlords who let out their properties in 
an unsafe or unhealthy condition.”

TOO many cooks in the kitchen 
might be a problem for Greenwich’s 
new Food Innovation Centre. 

Cooks, chefs and caterers will be 
queuing up to use the new centre which 
offers training and state-of-the-art kitchen 
facilities. 

Based at the Greenwich Business Park in 
Norman Road, Greenwich, the centre was 
officially opened by the Greenwich Co 
Operative Development Agency last 
month. The agency provides business 
advice and support to local entrepreneurs 
who want to run social enterprises. A large 
part of its support goes to food-based firms 
who grow produce or offer catering 
services. 

Now the agency can offer training for 
catering staff and fully -equipped kitchens 
for hire to community organisations that 
provide food in schools, care homes and 
hospitals as well as small and independent 
caterers. 

It means caterers can learn about 
healthy eating, hygiene and develop 
kitchen crafts while small catering firms 
or individuals, who may be working from

home, can take on bigger jobs and expand 
their businesses. 

The food centre was funded by the 
London Development Agency and the 
School Food Trust, which provides 
support and training to caterers and 
cooks. 

The day-to-day running of the centre is 
funded by the GLA and Greenwich NHS. 

It will be used by the health authority’s 
community cookery clubs to run healthy 
eating cookery courses. 

Food and health programme manager 
Nicola Nzuza said: “This centre makes 
things much more convenient - we will 
have a fully equipped kitchen, everything 
will be here and it’s much more 
accessible.” 

Rosa Goncalves is behind Guarida, a 
community cafe in Kidbooke. She said: 
“This facility will be great to help train 
our volunteers. This gives us openings we 
never thought we would have and shows 
how the community can work together to 
regenerate the area.” 

Thirty-year old Ozge Ali is a cookery club 
tutor who started her own catering 
company Aden Catering last October. She 
said: “This is just a great opportunity, it 
means I’ll be able to take on bigger orders.” 

Dawn Safari and her partner Walter 
started the Feast Your Eyes food coop seven 
years ago and run a cafe at the Laban 
centre in Deptford. She said: “This centre 
is offering small caterers access to state-of- 
the-art equipment that they would never 
have had the chance to use. There’s a lot to 
be learned from an initiative like this and 
it’s something that other boroughs should 
be looking at and admiring.” 

The centre was officially opened by Cllr 
John Fahy, who is co chair of Greenwich’s 
Fairtrade committee. He said: “The Co- 
operative Development Agency is one of 
the gems of the borough in terms of its 
contribution to the community and this 
centre shows how it works in bringing the 
community together to make things 
happen.This project is a good example of 
how the community can grow together in a 
very positive way and it’s a reflection of 
what we can do collectively in terms of 
producing food.”

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

Theatre festival 


comes to town 


Classical guitarist Georgina Whitehead has stood in for John 
Williams and is about to give lessons near her home in Eltham 


WITH Easter not far off, the 
team at Greenwich theatre is 
once again gearing up for the 
Greenwich Children’s Theatre 
Festival. 

I’ve always believed that the best 
theatre festivals are those where 
shows and activities pop up in 
unlikely places, where it’s not just 
the theatres, but other buildings 
and open spaces that get 
transformed as well. 

This year we have already programmed 
events in ten different places around 
the borough, from Waterstones 
bookshop to the Eltham Centre, West 
Greenwich Library to Woolwich Town 
Square, and new events are being 
added every day. 

One of the biggest developments for 
this year’s festival is a full week of live 
events and workshops at the Tramshed 
in Woolwich - now home to Greenwich 
and Lewisham Young People’s Theatre. 
Seating has been ordered, lighting 
plans are being drawn up, and staff 
from both organisations are working 
together to work out just how to make 
six different shows for children and 
young people as young as 6 months and 
as old as 19 take place in the same 
building in a week. 

The joy of the festival for me, as well as 
seeing so many children discover 
theatre for the first time, or learn a 
new skill at one of our many 
workshops, is the partnerships 
which emerge. Whether it means 
working with our sponsors at 
the DLR, town centre 
teams, other venue 
staff, library staff, 
park staff or artists, 
the festival brings 
together such a 
range of people 
with such wildly 
different skills that 
it becomes an 
exciting project for 
everyone, a project 
from which everyone learns 
something new - and a project 
which we believe can go on 
growing and growing.

With her on stage in the film, 
playing guitar, is Georgina 
Whitehead, who lives in Eltham 
and just happened to send Scene 
a few lines the other week about 
guitar lessons she intends to 
start in the area in the near 
future. 

Having also stepped in to 
replace the country’s most 
celebrated classical guitarist, 
John Williams, at the 
Petersham Festival last year, 
there was no way that Georgina, 
24, was going to get away with a 
Borough Brief. 

“My parents bought me my first 
guitar at a car boot sale when I 
was 11 and that was it really!” 
said Georgina. “That was in

Norfolk, where I was born, but I 
moved to Greenwich in 2004 to 
study at Trinity College. 

“I had been inspired by 
different musicians and went to 
lessons at school and then 
privately. I also play the violin 
and I suppose it dawned on 
everyone, including myself, 
that I was quite good at it. 

“I stuck at it and I don’t think 
that quality should be over- 
stated. I also teach guitar and 
you only think about how good 
someone is after a period of 
time.” 

Georgina also had a strange 
ambition to be a swimmer when 
she was younger. “It had a 
fascination for a while but the 
20-length warm-ups before a 
training session got a bit 


much,” said Georgina, “and I 
also started to get earache.” 
Guitar took over and Georgina 
spent four years at Trinity 
doing the B-Masters course for 
four years followed by two years 
of A-Masters. Now, with more 
letters after her name than a 
retired general (MMUS, NMus, 
Hons, LTCL), she is setting out 
on a professional career as a 
soloist, in a duo with flautist 
Rosie Reed, who also studied at 
Trinity, and in the locally- 
named Heath Quartet. 

“We play classical stuff but also 
English folk music, anything 
from Vaughan Williams to 
Elgar. We play pretty regularly, 
at least once a month, with the 
duo especially, at concerts and 
other events,” said Georgina. 
“You have to get around to 
get yourself known but it 
works in the end. I’ve 
produced a CD that 
people can check out on 
my website. 

“I really enjoyed my 
time at Trinity. I met 
some great people and 
they gave me 
tremendous support.” 

The sounds that 
Segovia made remain 
an inspiration to her. 

“The shape of the nail 
is important,” she said, 

“along with polishing 
up and striking the 
string at the right angle. 

Even a bit of flesh on the 
finger helps with the 
tone.” 

Of most interest to locals 
who have always wanted 
to take up the guitar is the 
fact that Georgina will be 
starting lessons later this 
month for anyone of any 
ability aged 18 or over. 

“All they need is their own 
guitar,” said Georgina. 

“Ideally they need to 
register by March 12. 

They’ll be held at Eltham 
Green Community Church 
in Westhorne Avenue, 
probably on Tuesday 
evenings. Starters or all 
abilities welcome.”

Tolstoy's tall story

War and Peace, and

seems at first glance a rather odd 
choice of subject matter. Set in 
early 20th century Russia, The Last 
Station revolves around Tolstoy’s 
(Christopher Plummer) struggle to 
reconcile his passionate love for his 
materialistic wife, with a Utopian 
vision for society which is radical, 
idealistic, and puts true freedom 
and wealth at odds as incompatible 
opposites. 

Rising star James McAvoy is 
employed in the household as 
Tolstoy’s personal secretary, 
Valentin. Initially overwhelmed by 
the great man’s reputation, he is an 
impartial observer. Gradually 
however, he is unwittingly drawn 
into an increasingly emotional and 
volatile struggle for Tolstoy’s 
affections. On one side is Chertkov, 
(Paul Giamatti) - Tolstoy’s leading 
disciple, merciless in his absolute 
conviction that his idol’s legacy, 
upon death should pass 
unconditionally to the Russian 
people. On the other side is wife 
Sofya, relentlessly questioning the 
purity of Chertkov’s motives and 
maternally concerned for the 
future of their 13 children. 

There are nagging doubts over the 
somewhat flimsy storyline, but 
they are quickly dispelled by the 
stunning individual performances. 
Helen Mirren, the new doyenne of 
British cinema, is truly 
outstanding as Sofya, moving 
seamlessly from sensitive, sensual 
wife to demented protector of her 


children’s inheritance. Plummer - 
in perhaps his finest role to date, 
captures Tolstoy’s inner turmoil to 
perfection. And McAvoy, 
increasingly impressive with each 
new role, mirrors Tolstoy’s 
ultimately destructive, 
philosophical conflict reluctantly 
shedding his idealistic innocence. 
Giamatti’s Chertkov is powerfully 
restrained, although his extreme 
antipathy towards Sofya is under- 
explored and consequently 
unconvincing. In reality, Chertkov 
remained true to his Tolstoyan 
philosophy until his death in 1936 - 
testimony indeed to the sincerity of 
his motivation. 

Director Michael Hoffman cleverly 
adapts Jay Parini’s 1990 novel of 
the same name, producing and 
directing with quiet confidence, 
wonderfully portraying the sense 
of time and place while deftly 
dodging the benign pitfalls of 
costume dramas. 

So it’s a shame then, that the film 
ultimately disappoints, trundling 
towards an inevitable and rather 
predictable denouement with 
Tolstoy becoming the not-entirely- 
innocent victim of his own conflict. 
The closing scenes are a little 
heavy-handed, and at 113 minutes, 
the film is 10-15 minutes too long. 
With a little more insight into the 
genius of the man and his writing, 
TLS could have been a story with 
the context, depth and power 
befitting of the literary 
heavyweight it portrays. 

Verdict: 7/10

FOR music fans, March is the 
time of year when things start 
to get exciting. Festival line-ups 
begin to take shape and multi- 
million pound deals are tied up for the 
biggest and best headliners. 

The big surprise is Eminem, who has 
been confirmed for T In The Park - his 
first UK gig since 2003 and his first 
festival appearance since 2001. 

U2 have been signed up for Glastonbury 
amid a whirlwind of excitement that it 
will be their first ever appearance at the 
Somerset bash, a gig that Bono grandly 
described as being ‘25-years in the 
making’. The frontman will undoubtedly 
take the opportunity to get behind the 
pulpit of rock, to preach the good word 
between renditions of stagnant stadium 
cast-offs, while overrated prog-bores 
Muse headline on Saturday night. The 
festival will be rounded off by the 
(formerly] great Stevie Wonder, and while 
I wouldn’t argue with the strength of soul 
staples like Sir Duke, Uptight and Living 
in the City, there is a school of thought 
(to which I unashamedly subscribe] that 
musical crimes committed in the 80s 
cannot - and should not - be forgiven. In 
truth, the headliners represent a tepid 
line-up that over recent years has 
become the norm for the Somerset 
shindig, increasingly out-gunned by more 
commercial rivals in V and Reading and 
Leeds. It’s all just got that bit too cosy... 
The recent erection of the bombproof 
perimeter fence might have kept 
out the muggers and drug 
dealers, but it also seems to have 
excluded a section of free-lovin’, 
free-festival-lovin’ types who 
had made Glastonbury the 
unique experience that it can 
now only aspire to. Many would 
argue that the introduction of 
photo tickets and extra security is 
somehow not in the spirit of the 
event, and if organiser Michael 
Eavis’s grand plan was to create a 
haven for pushchairs and 14-year-olds 
on rites of passage, then he has 
succeeded. Over the last decade the 
features that set Glastonbury apart from 
its less groovy counterparts have become 
swallowed up in a commercialised notion 
of counter-culture, with much of the site 
now looking more like a Bavarian Scout 
Jamboree. Unfortunately this year, there 
seems very little else to speak of in 
terms of line-ups. The recently 
announced V billing reads like a print out 
of every other year (Kasabian; Kings of 
Leon; Paul Weller] so this could be the 
year for music fans to try something a 
little different. There are dozens of 
independent, boutique festivals springing 
up along the length and breadth of the 
country. New ventures such as Nozstock 
and the Secret Garden Party point to an 
independence and autonomy that the big 
players have dispensed with long ago, 
and actually offer something in the way 
of a more intriguing mixture of music and 
experience. 

As for me, I think I’ll just stick a tent up 
in the back garden, smear myself in mud 
and dangle a speaker out of the bedroom 
window.

The course was put 
together by Greenwich 
Community College on behalf of 
Greenwich Council. 

Twelve people enrolled after 
hearing about it through the 
council’s Family Information 
Service or Trust Thamesmead, 
the community development 


organisation. 

Students spent six Friday 
mornings getting advice and 
developing job-seeking skills 
with help from lecturer Vedia 
Hasan. 

The students, who were in their 
late 20s to early 40s, discussed 
their skills, learnt how to find 
out about vacancies, wrote CVs 
and sample job application 
letters, and practised job 
interview skills with each other. 

Julian Baker, from 
Thamesmead, has had six job 
interviews since leaving his job 
in payroll administration at 
Belmarsh Prison ten months ago. 

“I heard about this course from

Trust Thamesmead, and it’s been 
very enjoyable and made me 
more confident,” he said. “I’d like 
to use my IT skills and join a 
private security firm.” 

Robert Taylor, from Abbey 


Wood, has been 

doing unpaid charity work since 
August. “Times have changed 
since I first started applying for 
jobs, and this course has got me 
up to speed on things like filling 


work 


in application forms and the 
interviewing skills.” 

So far several people have got 
job interviews and one has now 
been offered a job. 

“While they are keeping their 
eyes open for vacancies for 
themselves, this group has also 
been feeding back information 
on any jobs they feel could be 
suitable for the others, so they 
operate like their own job 
network - it was their own idea,” 
said Vedia.

prodigious, his header 
into the bottom left 
corner faithful to the 
centre forward’s text 
book.

A healthy, 
frozen crowd of over 
16,000, which included

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THEY dubbed venerable 
Stockport County “The Hatters” 
in an age when the nickname 
practically attached itself; there 
was a time when the Cheshire 
town, dwarfed by nearby 
Manchester, combined with those 
other “Hatters” from Luton to 
make the headgear without which 
neither toff nor tough was seen 
outdoors. 

Neither town has made a hat in years, 
not since some fashion guru decreed 
that the British head should go 
uncovered, his pronouncement 
consigning titfers, like museum pieces, 


to sepia photographs and making 
redundant useful advice that “if you 
can’t fight, wear a big ’at”. 

The factories closed, leaving both 
industry and football club to decline in 
tandem. 

County’s modern side arrived at The 
Valley rock-bottom in League One, 
destined for relegation and waging a 
bitter fight to survive on and off the 
pitch. Poor as churchmice - a condition 
shared with untold other clubs 
including, rumour has it, Charlton - 
they face eviction from Edgeley Park, 
their home since 1902. 

Their problems, of course, are 
overshadowed locally by the 
unmourned woes of fat cats 
Manchester United, proving yet again 
that “it’s the poor wot gets the pain”. 

The goal by which County fell behind 
on five minutes serves as a neat 
metaphor for their plight.
